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SUBJECT: OECD XCSS CHAIRMANSHIP 

1. SWISS DELEGATION HAS QUERIED MISSION OFFICER FOR US 
VIEW ON XCSS CHAIRMANSHIP FOR 1974. ON PERSONAL BASIS. 
MISSION OFFICER SAID JOLLES WAS HIGHLY REGARDED BY 
WASHINGTON AUTHORITIES BUT THAT THEY HAD PROBABLY NOT 
YET FOCUSED ON SPECIFIC QUESTION OF XCSS CHAIRMANSHIP 
FOR1974. MISSION OFFICER AGREED SEEK WASHINGTON 
VIEWS. SWISS DEL OFFICER SAID JOLLES WOULD PROBABLY 

BE DISPOSED TO CONTINUE AS CHAIRMAN IF MAJOR MEMBER 
COUNTRIES WISHED HIM TO DO SO BUT STRESSED THAT JOLLES 
WAS NOT SOLICITING SUPPORT FOR REFLECTION IN 1974. 

2. MISSION BELIEVES THAT JOLLES HAS SHOWN HIMSELF TO BE 
AN ABLE AND EFFECTIVE CHAIRMAN AND THAT HE HAS DIS- 
PLAYED HIGH DEGREE OF SENSITIVITY TO US INTERESTS, PAR 
TICULARLY ON INVESTMENT AND SAFEGUARDS. WE ARE NOT 
AWARE OF ANY OTHER CANDIDATES AND DOUBT THAT MORE 
SUITABLE ONE THAN JOLLES COULD BE FOUND BETWEEN NOW AND 
NEXT XCSS. MISSION THEREFORE REQUESTS AUTHORITY TO 
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REELECTION OF JOLLES AS XCSS CHAIRMAN FOR 1974. 
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
